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DETAILED ACTION 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are patentable over the prior art of record, because the teachings of the references 
taken as a whole, do not show or render obvious the combination set forth in claim 7 
"the spring mechanism comprising: a compression coil spring pressing the brake shoe 
toward the sheave at the time of braking and a block which receives the compression 
force of the compression coil spring and which has a support hole in the form of a slot, 
the support hole being sized, shaped, and positioned to receive the king pin" and claim 
27 "a pair of spring mechanisms in an open V-shaped configuration on either side of the 
longitudinal centerline of the main body portion".
